There were very few 
people there when ho passed before meeting the 
defendants. “When complatoant called out to 
4 Save life” he saw no one but bis nephew and 
he did not know who he was until he spoke. 
That was the piper who was galing to take |: 
the letter for blm. It was when the first 
defendant passed bis hand over his (complain- 
ant’s) shoulder that he turned ronnd and saw, 
him. When on his way back before the assault 
complainant saw the three prisoncts near a 
boarding house, No. 77, Praya Central. The 
first pritoner was at the doorway looking at: 
complainant and. codded tohim. The second 
was looking Into the. shop and the third was’ 
lJeanlog against the doorway.. The boarding 
house was separated by threa or four shops 
from Wingkut St. He had told the Magistrate 
that they were walking when be met them, and 
they were doling so, bat they stopped at the 
boarding house when they saw him, The 
secohd defendant was by hls‘ side when he 
grasped complainant's righthand. He considered 
as they were walking 
In the same street, He did not know how far 
his nephew was bebind. When be [ell {t was 
‘on bis face, his head potnilog cast, When the 
hand came over his shoulder {t was closed, and 
something was (brown into bis oyes. He felt 
pain (mmedlately, The stoff was not robbed | 
Intobls face. His eyes ‘were very painfal at 
once avd waler rushed from them, The 
eyoballs - also turned red. Jt was the 
second defendant who pushed him, down, 
when he fell on bis bandsand knees. Witoess 
rose from his knees with bls ‘arma folded to 
hide bis ping. ‘The second prisoner then selred 
complainant's left band aud he felt bis ring 
and finger belng touched, Complalnant was not 
altogether positive about the second defendant, 
hot he wan there by his side, His cyes were 
filled with powder and he could see nothing, 
The defendants followed him up as he went to- 
wards Wingkut St. A nephew of compla'nant’s 
got $4 a month from the Man Foak Oolum' 
Farm asan {nformer, Jt was quite by chance 
that the defendants met complainant on the day 
of the ascantt, “He saw no police or excise 
officers abont the Praya atthe time, Nobody 
fiom the shops or street came to plalnt!ff's help |, 
when he called out, He saw a crowd about the 
shops afer Ne bad bathed his eyes, When firs! 
attacked hehad an ides there was an attempt to 
blind bim, owlng to the seven chests of oplum 
being seized. When the fitst defendant slapped 
Kia eyes he said, You have given Information 
about the seven chests of oplam, but you will 
not enjoy It'long.” Ho had heard talk of the 
aeiznreon September aoth. The Oplum Farmers 
tised to issue permits and ha(complalnant) used 
to pass them on to people who wished to 
smuggle oplam. Opium used to be brought down 


to China, A Captain Stevenson called to see 
‘complainant and weld the Collector of Customs 
bad decided to appofat Kim (complainant) to 
constant service in the Customs. Complainant 
declined the offer and sald-bo knew nothing of 
the plece af paper (produced) bearing his marks, 
It wes witness’ chop on the paper and wai 
made'[n bls house, The chops in English and 
Chinese were lying about the house, Although 
complainant had, been Jn the police and was 
chiel smuggler for (he Oplam Farm he was no!

‘This was not charged on 
bebalf of the Customs, but for the benefit of their 
own pockets, While in the police he had two 
stripes acd got $9 per month, He went Into 
the country when he lefi the Police and onthe 
death of an excise officer a frlend sent to com. 
plainant to come to Hongkong, The appoint. 
mept was an important one to the Oplum and 
when complainant was leaving they wanted him 
fo get’ a good man to take bis placo in order to 
carry ont the smuggilog, Tho Farmers had told 
Bim that his presence here would -relard 
the. progress of thelr business and it was 
too good for him to stay here, as ho 
knew too much for them, Ah Fook, who was 
formerly a clerk with Mr. Dennys and Jardine, 
Matheson avd Co,, was clerk at the Opfom Farm 
‘and a sort of master. At the tise of tho assault 
complalnant wore bis ring as well as an African 
gold watch, a gold mounted bangle and a jade 
ormament. ‘The second prisoner put his hinds 
over the ring, but the olher Jewollery was not 
touched, . fa ;
